First Day 


Morning.—Leaving Hotel, take Subway to 
Bowling Green. A stroll across Battery Park 
brings you to landing place of boats to the 
Statue of Liberty, Ellis Island or Governor’s 
Island, which run _on frequent schedule during 
mild weather. On return of boat a visit 
should be made to the Aquarium. This is only 
a minute’s walk from boat landing. 


Afternoon.—Across from Battery Park is the 
new Custom House. In front of this is a small 
oval park, Bowling Green, as famous a land- 
mark as there is in the city. A ‘ew minutes’ 
walk east brings you to Pear! and Broad 
Streets, where is located Fraunce’s Tavern. 
In this tavern Washington took leave of his 
aides when about to surrender his commission.
